CHICAGO, March 27.—“‘We have put 
up a 10-year fight and we have given 
them more than they wanted,” exclaimed 
Edward Tilden, in‘ addressing the jury 
which found the packers not guilty 
yesterday. “I have known you men for 


three months. Now I want you to come 
with me down to the stockyards that 
you have heard so much about and see 
it for yourselves.” 

The entire jury accepted. The members 
were taken down in two of Tilden’s auto- 
mobiles. After a trip through the yards, 
during which they were cheered many 
times in the offices, they were given a 
beefsteak dinner at the Sirloin Club. 

Whether the National Packing Co., 
the $15,000,000 corporation -which the 
Government charged was the basis of 
the illegal conspiracy alleged against 
the 10 leading Chicago packers, will be 
voluntarily dissolved today was a much 
aiscussed question. 

According to one-repert the packers 
and their attorneys, -se@.soon as they 
have rested from the stress.of the 
trial, will take up the terms of dissolu- 
tion. Ownership in the corporation is 
vested in the interests of Swift, Morris 
and Armour in the ratio of 47, 40 and 13 
per cent, and it is proposed to have each 
plant of the company taken over intact 
by one of the joint owners. 

One of the first results of the prosecu- 
tion of the packers has been the with- 
drawal of all the recent defendants from 
the directorship of the National except 
the president, Edward Tilden.

City Notifies Wabash and Frisco 
to Give Railroads Time 
for Conference. 





CHOICE OF PAYMENT PLAN 


Whether City, Roads or Prop- 
erty Owners Shall Pay Dam- 
ages Left to Legislators, 


The receivers of- the Wabash Railroad 
and officials of the Frisco Railroad have 
been notified by the Board of Public 
Improvements that ordinances for the 
elimination of grade crossings by de- 
pressing the tracks along the northern 


boundary of Forest Park will be sub- 
mitted to the Municipal Assembly at 
the opening of the next session, April 
16. If the railroads desire further con- 
ferences in an effort to reach an agree- 
ment, the hearings will be granted be- 

fore that time. . 

The board will stand rat on the 4-foot 
elevation of streets at crossing points 
and will not agree to the 5-foot eleva- 
tion demanded by the railroads, accord- 
ing to President_Reber of the board. He 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that the board is prepared to com- 
bat objections that the proposed plan is 
unreasonable and can show that a prac- 
tical method of depressing the tracks 
has been devised by the city engineers. 

Damage Payment Plan, 

If no amicable agreement is reached 
with the railroads, the ordinances seek- 
ing to.compel the railroads to depress 
their tracks will be submitted, anyway, 
to the Municipal Assembly for approval, 
Reber said. 

Three ordinances will be presented for 
a choice by the Assembly. One will pro- 
vide for the payment of consequential 
damages by the city. One will provide 
for payment by the railroads. The 
third will provide for payment of the 
damages by the owners of property ben- 
efited’ by the elimination of the cross- 
ings. 

By a law passed last year, it is pos- 
sible to form a -‘‘benefit district,’’ in- 
cluding all of the adjoining property 
benefited by the improvement along -tiie 
lipes now used in opening or widening 
streets, Reber said. After the bound- 
ary of this district is fixed, the owners 
of property therein may be taxed to 
ray whatever consequential damages 
may be assessed. 

It will be left for the stihineee! As- 
sembly to decide which method is to 
be used in the payment of the damages. 
If a “‘benefit district’’ is authorized the 
city will pay the share assessed against 
Forest Park, which it owns. Other 
property owners must then pay their 
pro rata share of the balance. 


Pians of the Board. 
The Frisco Railroad is interested in 


the proposed elimination of the surface 
crossings because it will have to depress 
its tracks at Union boulevard, De Bal- 
iviere avenue and Skinker road. The 
Frisco uses the Wabash tracks to Union 
boulevard, and there branches off. 

Reber said that following: the prepa- 
ration of the ordinances for the Forest 
Park crossings, the board expects to 
prepare similar ordinances for the elim- 
ination of other grade _ crossings 
throughout the city, and to present or- 
dinances this summer covering prac- 
tically every surface crossing.

Police descended on the newspaper 
office and seized 1000 copies of the pa- 
per. These were taken to the police 
station and burned. 

The paper said the Mayor’s plan to 
“clean up” Rock Island was to cloak 
his own shortcomings, and that his de- 
' portment at times when the city execu- 
tive visited Peoria was not up to the 
igh moral standard he pretended to hold 
in Rock Island. The paper had pictures of 
the Mayor and a woman and what pur- 
ported to be an account of their journey 
to Peoria. 

Announcement of the publication was 
made at a mass meeting of opponents of 
the Mayor and after the meeting a large 
crowdywent to the newspaper office to 
get copies of the paper. The Mayor’s 
opponents had been angered by the fact 
that Mayor Schriver had physically 
chastised the editor of the paper for 
previous editorial aspersions. 

Police Piy Their Clubs. 

The police ordered the crowd from in 
front of the newspaper office and beat 
back the people with clubs. Many ar- 
rests were made and a small riot en- 
sued. 

The body of Frank B. Potts of Winona 
Junction, Wis., was found in a hallway 
yesterday and it was reported he had 
been killed in the riot. Then a mass 
meeting was called for last night and pe- 
titions for the recall of Mayor Schriver 
and Commissioner Hart were circulated. 

Editor Looney did not take part in the 
rioting. He is confined in a hospital by 
the injuries inflicted by the Mayor in a 
rersonal encounter. 


MAYOR DEFENDS 
ATTACK ON MOB 


Declares Police Made Every Ef- 
fort to Restore Order Be- 
fore They Fired. 


Mayor Schriver issued the following 
statement from his office in the city 
hall after a conference with the other 
City Commissioners: 

“We are devoting our time now to an 
attempt to restore order. I feared trou- 
ble last night, and yesterday talked with 
various citizens as to the best and wis- 
est course to pursue. I did not want to 
interfere with free speech, but was 
anxious to prevent disturbances and vio- 
lence. 

“{f had a pleasant talk with E. E. 
Gardner, editor of the Tri-City Labor 
lteview, who, as I thought, was to be 
the only speaker last night, and assured 
him of the desire of the city adminis- 
tration that he be allowed to make his 
speech unmolested and urged him to re- 
fram from inflammatory utterances. 

“I told him to go ahead with his plans 
for the recall if he saw fit and to say 
what he pleased about my administra- 
tion or official acts, but te keep within 
rational lines in what he had to say. 

“Gardner informed me that he had no 
Intention or desire to create a disturb- 
ance and that he would caution his 
hearers not to do violence. From what 
I am told now, he kept his word. It 
was nothing that he said that aroused 
the mob spirit, so far as I know. 

“The police were particularly careful 
last night to do nothing that would start 
trouble. They stood bravely all kinds 
of taunts and ridicule on the. street, 
submitted themselves to assaults with 
bricks and rocks, and finally, when three 
of them were driven to the river bank, 
without resistance on their part, they 
found refuge in the police station. 

“When the mob came down to the po- 
lice station the police did not open fire 
until they found they were trapped and 
then they fired several volleys over the 
heads of the crowd, after Commissioner 
Hart had gone out in front of the sta- 
tion and urged the mob in kindly terms 
to disperse. He was met with jeers and 
taunts and a fusiilade of bricks. 

“The shots were fired into the crowd 
only after most of the windows in the 
city hall and station had been broken 
and a@ number of the policemen inside 
had been hit with bricks and stones. 

“The whole trouble from its inception 
may be traced to the fact that I en- 
forced the law against disorderly saloons 
and chop suey joints. That is what 
brought forth the attack upon me by the 
‘Looney paper and it is at the bottom 
of the’ entire disturbance. 

“We are not going to quit now until 
we restore order and rid the city of the 
elements of disorder and defiance.

TERROR OF LITTLE ITALY WHO IS 








TO BE SENT BACK TO NATIVE LAND 
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VIVIANO TOBE 
DEPORTED: LITTLE 
TALY RELIEVED 


One Man Kisses Capt. Schoppe’s 
Hand for Arresting ‘‘Black 
Hand Leader,”’ 





Announcement Wednesday that the 
Federal authorities are about to deport 
to his old home in Palermo, Gaetano 
Viviano, an Italian accused of being 
a Mafioso and a Camorrist, the police 
found, has dispelled a cloud that has 
hovered over the Italian quarter of the 
city since the man came here from 
Italy eight years ago. 

Police Captain Schoppe said that sev- 
eral leading Italians, whose names he 
did not care to make public, admitted 
they had dreaded Viviano for years; 
that their first sense of security would 
come when they knew he was safely 
out of the country. One merchant fell 
upon his knees in the Carr Street Po- 
lice Station and kissed Capt. Schoppe’s 
hand when the officer assured him Vi- 
viviano would be deported. 

The police of that district, where so 
Many strange deeds of violence have 
been done, share in the sentiments of 
the Italians. Whether Viviano had any 
knowledge of the many crimes they do 
not say. But they declare that some- 
where in every Italian crime that has 
baffled the police for many years they 
have come across this man’s ominous 
presence. 

Italian Fear Blocked Police, 

The police declare they long have be- 
lieved Viviano was a member of the 
Mafia and several times believed they 
were On the point of connecting him 
with crimes, but through the fear of his 
compatriots they have never been able 
to get any testimony against him. 
Gaetano Viviano is 50 years old. He 
refused to comment Wednesday on a 
report made by the Italian police to 
Postoffice Inspector Reuter of St. Louis, 
giving specific charges against Viviano, 
merely shrugging his shoulders - when 
asked if the statements were true. 

Viviano for nearly eight years has 
been a man of mystery in the Itallan 
quarter, and an investigation of his rec- 
ord was begun by Immigration  In- 
spector Dunn and the Postoffice inspect- 
ors several months ago at the instiga- 
tion of Capt. Schoppe of the Carr Street 
District. 

The report received from Italy by In- 
spector Reuter reads: 

“Gaetano Viviano had his domicile in 
Balestrate. He left there in 1904 to go 
to Tunis with a passport fraudulently 
obtained from the Mayor of Balestrate. 
From Tunis he went to America, where 
he was joined by his brother Joseph. 

“Gaetano Viviano was prosecuted sey- 
eral times for highway robbery. In 
1900 he was sentenced by the Tribunal! 
of Palermo to serve two years and 
four months in solitary confinement for 








watched by the police. 

“Viviano was considered in Partinico 
as a dangerous perpetrator and was 
greatly feared in the townships of Bales- 
trate and Tercasini.’’ 

Since he came to St. Louis in 1904 
Viviano has had no fixed abode, For 
a time, it is said, he conducted a small 
grocery on North Ninth street. He cir- 
culated among the Italians in the Carr 
street district and his nominal employ- 
ment was as watchman at a spaghetti 
factory owned by his nephew, Salvatore 
Viviano, at 1029 North Seventh street. 

After a seemingly incendiary fire in 
the factory, Jan. .23 last, Gaetano Viv- 
iano disappeared. The police learned he 
had left town. When he returned three 
days‘ago he was arrested and held pend- 
ing arrangements by Federal authorities 
for his deportation. 

Capt. Schoppe says his suspicion first 
was aroused by the fact that in almost 
every crime committed in the Italian 
quarter in the last eight years. Gaetano 
has been in some way involved, usu- 
ally as a witness or a principal. 

Efforts are being made to trace his 
movements on .the night Salvatore 
Leoni was decapitated and his headless 
body placed in an ashpit. 

Viviano was with Joseph Deballo, a 
few minutes before Deballo was shot 
and killed by Sam Grippi at Tenth and 
Wash streets. 

Last October Ghio Lafata, blacksmith 
at 1015 North Eighth street, received a 
‘‘black hand” letter demanding that he 
place $2000 in Bellefontaine Cemetery at 
night. The police went to the ceme- 
tery and arrested Gaetano Viviano and 
three other Italians with a wagon load 
of weapons and ammunition. Lafata 
refused to prosecute them.

DEFENDANT LOSES POINT 


Judge Refuses to Rule Out Evi- 
dence About Exchange 
of Notes. 


That the assets of the Lewis concerns, 
at the time of launching the debenture 
plan, were estimated at $6,000,000, and 
the lHabilities at $3,750,000, leaving a sur- 
plus of $2,250,000, was stated Wednesday 
by Francis V. Putnam, former treasurer 
of the company, in reply to cross-ques- 
tioning by Judge Shepard Barclay. This 
figure was reached by including the 
capital stock as an asset. In some es-- 
timates offered by the Government the 
capital stock has been figured as a lia- 
bility. 

Putnam identified a statement pre- 
pared for Lewis, Jan. 21, 1911, showing 
$197,000 in the treasury of the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co., and $480,339 in the treasury 
of the University Heights Realty and 
Development Co. 

An endeavor by Lewis’ counse) 
to strike out testimony as to the remov- 
al of cash and secured notes from the 
People’s Savings Trust Co., and the 
putting of unsecured notes in their 
places, was unsuccessful. Putnam testi- 
lied late Tuesday afternoon that $225,099 
cash and nearly $100,000 worth of secured 
notes of the University Heights and 
LDevelopment Co., sent to the trust com- 
pany in response to the advertisements 
of the debenture scheme, were taken out 
for the use of the Lewis Publishing Co. 

Tells About Notes, 

The cash, Putnam said, was used for 
the company’s running expenses. The

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JOHN ARBUCKLE. 


JOHN ARBUCKLE, 74, 
COFFEE MAN, DIES 


Succumbs in Brooklyn After 
General Collapse—Founded 
Firm in ’71. 

NEW YORK, March 27.—John Ar- 
buckle, the well-known coffee man, died 
today at his home in Brooklyn. He was 

74 years old. 

Death was due to a general collapse 
incident to old age. The body will be 
taken to Pittsburg tomorrow for burial. 

He has amassed a large fortune in the 
coffee business and several years ago 
became a sugar refiner in opposition to 
the American Sugar Refining Co. 

Arbuckle, with his brother, Charles, 
who is dead, established in 1871 the New 
York firm of Arbuckle Bros., which in- 
troduced On a large scale the roasting of 
coffee for sale in packages. The firm 
became the largest in the country on 
that line, and on the death of his broth- 
er, John Arbuckle, succeeded to its head. 

‘Arbuckle was a director in the Im- 
porters and Traders’ Bank and _ the 
Kings County Trust Co. He was a noted 
horseman and was president of the 
Roval Horse Association. Ile owned sev- 
eral ranches in the West.

PUPILS 10. MAKE 
THEIR OWN LAWS 


Legislature Will Consist of Ad- 
visory Committee of 5 and 
Council of 16. 





Pupils of the eight upper grades of 
the Dozier School, Maple and Goodfel- 
low avenues, are holding an election 
today for members of an Advisory 
Committee of Five and a Council of Six- 
teen to frame laws for the government 
of the school. The election is in further- 
ance of a plan broached by Principal 
William C. Gunnerson to give the pupil 
a share in school control. 

Members of the Advisory Committee 
are to be elected from each of the high 
grades and may be either boys or girls. 
The Council is to be composed of two 
delegates, a boy and a girl, from each 
of the eight upper grades. 

To Make School Laws. 
Advisory Committee. After they have 
heen approved by the principal they will 
go to the Council for ratification, 
or rejection. Teachers of 
the eight upper grades will be advisors 
of the members of the Council. The five 
lower grades will not have representa- 
tion. 

The student law-makers will legislate 
first on yard regulations. One of the 
riincipal questions . to be solved is 
whether the boys shall be permitted to 
play baseba]l with a bat. The yard is 
not large and the legislators may de- 
cide that a bat, under the circumstances, 
would be detrimental to the best inter- 
ests of the school.

NEW YORK STATE, 
WANTS NEW VOTE 


Colonel Gets Only 7 Delegates, 
While 83 Supporters of Taft 
Are Chosen. 


BALLOTS LONG DELAYED 





Estimated That in 200 Precincts 
Not One Republican Vote 
Was Cast.

NEW YORK, March 27.—Col. Roose- 
velt met one of the most decisive de- 
feats in his career on the face of the 
returns, as a result of the first test of 
the new primary law in the State. In 
every congressional district in the 
greater city, where he made a fight, 
his delegates were snowed under. 

As a result of the vote, New York 
State will send practically a solid Taft 
delegation to the Chicago national con- 
vention. Out of the 9 delegates Roose- 
velt will have only seven. The Repub- 
lican organization in New York County 
elected every one of its delegates, the 
vote being more than two to one 
against Roosevelt. President Taft got 
29,402 votes to Roosevelt’s 14,013. The 


the Chicago convention from the city is 
Comptroller William H. Predergast, 
who was the candidate on the regular 
Republican organization ticket in Brook- 
lyn and who announced that he would 
vote for the Colonel. In Westchester 
County the four delegates put forward 
by William L. Ward were elected, and 
they will vote for the Colonel. 

Col. Roosevelt lost the only two fights 
his supporters made “‘up-state”’ and the 
returns from the 15 contested districts in 
New York City and Long Island gave 
his opponents a plurality averaging 
more than two to one, 
Col. Roosevelt’s supporters now are ex- 
pected to concentrate their attention on 
the State convention in an effort to pre- 
vent the Taft men from sending to Chi- 
cago an instructed delegation. The pri- 
mary law in operation yesterday did not 
permit specific instructions of the dele- 
gates at the time they were elected. 

Carries Only One District. 

The Colonel carried only one assem- 
} bly district in Manhattan, the Eighth, 
which is a part of the Eleventh, Twelfth 

Not only 
elect all of its delegates, but it carried 
through every candidate for State com- 
mitteeman and district leader. Not a 
crumb of comfort was left for the 
Colonel. 

Thousands of voters were virtually 
disfranchised in the confusion of the 
greater city’s first taste of direct pri- 
mary voting. As a result of the confu- 
sion, Gov. Dix will be asked to declare 
the election illegal and to cail another 
election. This confusion was due to 
the failure of the printer or the Board 
of Elections to deliver ballots. At few 
points in the city were there sufficient 
ballots for all the voters, and in a very 
large number of election districts no 
ballots at all had been received when 
the pools closed, as prescribed by law, at 
9 o'clock. 

In the Fifteen Assembly District in 
Srooklyn not a Republican vote was 
cast, owing to the non-arrival of ballots. 
According to the police reports, this 
was the only case in which the whole 
assembly district was without ballots. 

Col. Roosevelt complained bitterly of 
the rule of inspectors, declaring that 
nothing like it before had been perpe- 
trated in the history of the city. He ap- 
pealed to Police Commissioner Waldo. 
County Chairman Koenig, answering 
him, said that he would be responsible 
for the rule of the inspectors; that 
changes in district lines had necessitat- 
ed most of them. 

Chairman Britt of the Election Board 
put the blame for the trouble on the 
printer, and then explained it wasn’t 
the printer’s fault, because the nature of 
the ballots was so complex, and he was 
so tied up the last minute by injunctions 
and other legal proceedings, initiated 
mostly by the Roosevelt management, 
that it was physically impossible for the 
ballots to be delivered in time. 


Ballots 14 Feet Long. 
The ballots ranged in length from six 


to fourteen feet, and there was a dif- 
ferent one for each of the five political 
organizations—The Democrats, Republic- 
ans, Independence League, Socialists and 
Prohibitionists. 

The printer seemed to have bent all his 
efforts to getting out the ballots of the 
two big parties, and in many sections 
of the city the ballots of the minor par- 
ties did not appear all day. In some 
cases packages of ballots were delivered 
by the printer to the police stations after 
the polls closed at 9 o'clock last night. 


New York Primary Worse Than Any 
Tammany Vote, Says Roosevelt. 
FORT WAYNE, Ind., March 27.—The 
primaries in New York yesterday, in 
which the Roosevelt forces were defeat- 
ed, Col, Roosevelt, on his way to Chi- 

cago, today declared were a farce. 

“In New York State as a whole there 
was no real vote of the Republican party 
whatever,” said the Colonel. “Outside 
of New York City the Primary law is a 
farce. Inside of New York City it has 
been shown to be a criminal farce. 

“Even as it is, one-fourth of the dele- 
gates are straight-out Roosevelt men. 
Of the remaining three-fourths the great 
majority of those elected from New York 
City have no more claim to sit in a 
Republican convention than if they were 
sent to it by Tammany Hall, for they 
were elected by methods more outrage- 
ous than the worst methods that Tam- 
many Hall itself ever employed in an 
election.”

NEW YORK STATE, 
“WANTS NEW VOTE 


Colonel Gets Only 7 Delegates, 
While 83 Supporters of Taft 
Are Chosen. 


BALLOTS LONG DELAYED 


Estimated That in 200 Precincts 
Not One Republican Vote 
Was Cast. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, March 27.—Col. Roose- 


‘Il velt met one of the most decisive de- 


feats in his career on the face of the 
returns, as a result of the first test of 
the new primary law in the State. In 
every congressional district in the 
greater city, where he made a _ fight, 
his delegates were snowed under. 

As a result of the vote, New York 
State will send practically a solid Taft 
delegation to the Chicago national con- 
vention. Out of the 90 delegates Roose- 
velt will have only seven. The Repub- 
lican organization in New York County 
elected every one of its delegates, the 
vote being more than two to one 
against Roosevelt. President Taft got 
29,402 votes to Roosevelt’s 14,013. The 
only 
the Chicago convention from the city is 
Comptroller William H. Predergast, 
who was the candidate on the regular 
Republican organization ticket in Brook- 
lyn and who announced that he would 
vote for the Colonel. In Westchester 
County the four delegates put forward 
by William L. Ward were elected, and 
they will vote for the Colonel. 

Col. Roosevelt lost the only two fights 
his supporters made ‘‘up-state’’ and the 
returns from the 15 contested districts in 
New York City and Long Island gave 
his opponents a plurality averaging 
more than two to one. 

Col. Roosevelt’s supporters now are ex- 
pected to concentrate their attention on 
the State convention in an effort to pre- 
vent the Taft men from sending to Chi- 
cago an instructed delegation. The pri- 
mary law in operation yesterday did not 
permit specific instructions of the dele- 
gates at the time they were elected. 

Carries Only One District, 

The Colonel carried only one assem- 
bly district in Manhattan, the Eighth, 
which is a part of the Eleventh, Twelfth 


Not only 
elect all of its delegates, but it carried 
through every candidate for State com- 
mitteeman and district leader. Not a 
crumb of comfort was left for the 
Colonel. 

Theusands of voters were virtually 
disfranchised in the confusion of the 
greater city’s first taste of direct pri- 
mary voting. As a result of the confu- 
sion, Gov. Dix will be asked to declare 
the election illegal and to cali another 
election. This confusion was due to 
the failure of the printer or the Boar 
of Elections to deliver ballots. At few 
points in the city were there sufficient 
ballots for all the voters, and in a very 
large number of election districts no 
ballots at all had been received when 
the pools closed, as prescribed by law, at 
9 o’clock. 

In the Fifteen Assembly District in 
Brooklyn not a Republican vote was 
cast, owing to the non-arrival of. ballots. 
According to the police reports, this 
was the only case in which the whole 
assembly district was without ballots. 

Col. Roosevelt complained bitterly of 
the rule of inspectors, declaring that 
nothing like it before had been perpe- 
trated in the history of the city. He ap- 
pealed to Police Commissioner Waldo. 
County Chairman Koenig, answering 
him, said that he would be responsible 
for the rule of the inspectors; that 
changes in district lines had necessitat- 
ed most of them. 

Chairman Britt of the Election Board 
rut the blame for the trouble on the 
printer, and then explained it wasn’t 
the printer’s fault, because the nature of 
the ballots was so complex, and he was 
so tied up the last minute by injunctions 
and other legal proceedings, initiated 
mostly by the Roosevelt management, 
that it was physically impossible for the 
ballots to be delivered in time. 


Ballots 14 Feet Long. 
The ballots ranged in length from six 


to fourteen feet, and there was a dif- 
ferent one for each of the five political 
organizations—The Democrats, Republic- 
ans, Independence League, Socialists and 
Prohibitionists. 

The printer seemed to have bent all his 
efforts to getting out the ballots of the 
two big parties, and in many sections 
of the city the ballots of the minor par- 
ties did not appear all day. In some 


,cases packages of ballots were delivered 


by the printer to the police stations after 
the polls closed at 9 o'clock last night. 


New York Primary Worse Than Any 
Tammany Vote, Says Roosevelt. 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., March 27.—The 
primaries in New York yesterday, in 
which the Roosevelt forces were defeat- 
ed, Col, Roosevelt, on his way to Chi- 
cago. today declared were a farce. 

“In New York State as a whole there 
was no real vote of the Republican party 
whatever,” said the Colonel. “Outside 
of New York City the primary law is a 
farce. Inside of New York City it has 
been shown to be a criminal farce. 

“Even as it is, one-fourth of the dele- 
gates are straight-out Roosevelt men. 
Of the remaining three-fourths the great 
majority of those elected from New York 
City have no more claim to sit in a

The funeral of Miss Jeanette Nichol- 
son, 16 years old, will be held Wednes- 
day afternoon in the Winnebago Pres- 
byterian Church, 3715 Tennessee avenue, 
where she received the injury which 
caused her death. 

Miss Nicholson fell in the church gym- 
nasium while playing basket ball last 
Friday afternoon. She hurt her spine, 
but she did not realize until Sunday 
that the result might be serious, and 
did not tell her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. J. C. Nicholson, of the trouble 
until then. 

Dr. Emil Burst was called to the home 
at 3720 Virginia avenue, and found the 
girl suffering from meningitis. She 
died shortly before noon Sunday. 

Acute meningitis, the physician said, 
differs greatly from cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis, and is not contagious. ; 

The girl's parents said Wednesday 
that they attached no blame to anyone 
for the fatal accident. They said they 
had not learned who the other player 
was with whom she might have coli- 
lided, and did not wish anyone to think 
that they cherished resentment for 
what was purely an accident. They said 
that Miss Elsie Wesling, who was saii 
to have collided with their daughter, 
was not in the gymnasium at the time 
of the accident. 

Miss Nicholson was formerly a student 
in the McKinley High School. 

The Rev, Jerrie Johnson, pastor of the 
church, said he had learned since the 
accident that the girl had been under 
a physician’s treatment for several] 
months, and had been advised against 
gymnasium exercise. He said no scrim- 
mage was going on at the time of the 
accident, but that three or four girls 
were passing the ball in practice, and 
that Miss Nicholson slipped and fell 
just as a boy might fall by losing his 
balance while playing “catch.”

John L. Sullivan was ever cham- 
pion of the world is being dragged 
to the front again by acrimonious 
readers. The matter has been touched 
on before, in this column, but lest the 
readers be skeptical of past assertions, 
the following corroborative opinion from 
E. G. Brown, a New York boxing critic, 
is submitted: 

John L. Sullivan was never champion 
of the world under Marquis of Queens- 
bury rules. He was the undisputed 
champion of the world under London 
prize ring rules (bare knuckles) by vir- 
tue of his victery over Jake Kilrain 
in 75 rounds. at Richburg, Miss., and he 
really retired with that title. Sullivan 
held the heavyweight championship of 
America, under Marquis of Queensbury 
rules, and some experts argue that his 
famous ‘‘round-the-world’’ trip, on which 
he offered to beat any opponent in four 
rounds, made him the champion of the 
world. But these experts overlook the 
fact that on that memorable trip the re- 
doubtable John L. chose his own op- 
ponents, and it ds a matter of record 
that he ‘sidestepped’ several very dan- 
gerous adversaries. 

Sentimentally John L. might have 
been the champion of the world under 
all kinds of rules in his heyday, but 
literally and technically he never held 
the title under Marquis of Queensbury 


rules.

OUTLINES PLANT 
KILL MOSQUITOES 


First Necessary Step, He Says, 
Is to Fill Up Swamp Holes 
in St. Louis. 





St. Louis business men who recently 
visited Panama and noticed the ab- 
sence of mosquitoes and the precautions 
taken against their return declare that 
an anti-mosquito campaign should be 
undertaken by the St. Louis health au- 
thorities. 

Dr. Robert J. O'Reilly of 27 Wash- 
ington terrace, who was one of the mem- 
bers of the Business Men’s League ex- 
cursion to, the Isthmus, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday of measures 
which, in his opinion, would help to rid 
this city of mosquitoes. He considered 
the undertaking highly important, he 
said. 

May Carry Other Diseases, 

“Science has probably not yet discov- 
ered all there is to learn about the 
mosquito as a carrier of disease,”’ said 
Dr. O'Reilly. ‘‘We know now that his 
bite carries malaria and yellow fever, 
but it will quite likely be found by fur- 
ther research that he also carries other 
diseases. So we are not to conclude, 
because we have no yellow fever and lit- 
tle malaria in St. Louts, that the mosqu!- 
to is not a serious menace to health 
here. 

“One necessary step toward mosquito 
destroying bere is to fill up the aban- 
doned quarries and swamp holes, and 
until this’ can be done, to treat them 
with crude petroleum. Our alleys should 
be paved, so that they can be kept clean. 
The sewers should be flushed frequently. 

“In Panama I heard of a man who 
had been notified to put under the 
ground within two hours a load of fer- 
tilizer he had bought for his garden. ar 
to be fined. The campaign against 
mosquitoes and other insects there was 
part of a general sanitary movement. 
Not only mosquitoes, but flies, have 
practically disappeared. 

Rio Cleans Sewers. 

“Not only Panama, but Rio de Janei- 
ro, has gone ahead of our American 
cities in these matters. In Rio they 
have a system of cleansing the sewers 
and the streets with water from the 
mountains, which suggests what 
Louis could do with a dam on the Mera. 
mec. The city of Rfo is lighted by power 
obtained from the same source."’ 

John J. Broderick, one of the Panama 
excursionists, sald the fact that he aia 
not sée a mosquito or a fly there im- 
pressed him as strongly as anything he 
did see.

Played in New York.

With painful deliberation one deputy 
binds his feet and another bings his 
hands. A black cloth is drawn over his 
face and a noose is adjusted around his 
neck. There is a dramatic pause, the 
Sheriff commends the man’s goul to 
Providence, the trap is sprung, the 
body shoots downward and—the lights 
zo out. 

Amidst tumultuous applause the cur- 
tain is rung up again. This time it {ts 
Rudolph. After kissing his relatives 
good-by he delivers a moral oration upon 
the awful consequences of disobeying 
one’s mother in youth, and is hanged 
with as much circumstance as Collins 
was. 

When Chief of Police Young learned 
of the performance Wednesday he di- 
rected Capt. Johnson to send a police- 
‘Mgn to interview the manager of the 
theater and try to persuade him to dis- 
continue such performances. 

Calla It Dangerous. 

“Such a play is exceedingly danger- 
ous,”” the Chief said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, ‘“‘especially in its effect upon 
boys and young men. There is no law 
by which we can stop it. But if such 
performances are given often, they will 
result in drastic laws which all theater 
fien will find stringent.” 

Miss Rumbold Horrified. 

Miss Charlotte Rumbold, secretary of 
the Public Recreations Commission, sald 
she was horrified when she learned of 
the performance. She declared such 
things are particularly dangerous to a 
community because they take in the 
nickles and dimes of children and give 
the children, boys especially, wrong 
ideas of social morals.

THE LUCKY PACKERS. 

The verdict in the case of the meat packers 
charged with criminal conspiracy under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law was the opinion of the jury 
on the evidence presented in court. The con- 
clusion is summed up in the jury’s declaration 
of a reasonable doubt that the accused persons 
were guilty of the specific charges brought 
against them. 

It may fairly be described as a Scotch verdict, 
in which the moral conviction of monopoly prac- 
tices is offset by a technical loophole ‘of escape. 

Apparently the case was vigorously and ably 
prosecuted. No ground of complaint against the 
conduct of the trial or the Judgé’s instruction 
appears in the published reports. 

The jurors confess to a confusion of mind‘ and 
an inability to comprehend the mass of technical 
testimony submitted in court. Nor is. there 
cause for wonder. For nine years the Govern- 
ment has striven to bring the Meat Trust to trial 
without success, until the criminal indictments 
against the packers which have just failed were 
tried in court. Every previous attempt to punish 
the trust under the civil clauses failed. If the 
attorneys of the trust could twist the law and 
the evidence to their purposes with trained 
judges, what could be expected of a jury? The 
record of prosecutions and judicial decisions in 
the many suits brought against the trusts under 
the other clauses of the Sherman act mitigates 
the disappointment of this first great prosecution 
under the criminal clause. 

Delay aids the defeat of justice, and it must be 
borne in mind that the crime of monopoly con- 
spiracy is created by the statute. Legal thresh- 
ing to define the crime and the evidence neces- 
sary to convict is to be expected before convic- 
tions can be obtained. P 

The failure of this prosecution docs not prove 
the ineffectiveness of the criminal clause of the 
Sherman law any more than tne acquittal of a 
thief proves the uselessness of the law against 
theft. The next verdict may be different. Con- 
tinued prosecutions until personal guilt is es- 
tablished is tne only policy for the Government. 
One conviction of a trust magnate will stop 
monopoly conspiracy. 
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ROCKS VS. CRADLES. 

If, as Jane Addams threatens, the American 
suffragettes adopt the window-smashing tactics 
of their British sisters, we suggest as the slogan 
of the lady stone-throwers this paraphrase of 


William Ross Wallace’s famous lines:

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BATTLESHIPS AND OVERFLOWS. 

When the Navy Department in Washington 
promises to send a maa-of-war with a gunboat 
tender up the Mississippi this year, “if the con- 
ditions are favorable,” it is proper to take im- 
mediate notice that they are likely to be alto- 
gether too favorable. 

The money the United States Government has 
not spent in deepening the river channel so that 
fioods can run off, or in protecting the banks to 
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expenses and to the Navy Department for men- 
of-war, one of which is promised as a free show 
if nature supplies the water to float it, and the 
areme will permit. 

As the snows of the season of 1911-12 are rec- 
ord-breaking, the Navy Department has prob- 
ably learned from the Weather Bureau what to 
expect along the Mississippi from St. Louis 
down, when the snows now packed in the moun- 
tains begin to send down the second installment 
of high water. . 

If lowland dwellers begin now with pick, shov- 
el and barrow, strengthening their defenses 
against interstate floods from whicr Government 
ownership and control of interstate water does 
not protect them, they may have time to stop 
for breath, with breath enough to hurrah for 
the Navy Department when it begins navigating 
the Mississippi with men-of-war. Otherwise, the 
Navy Department would better send the entire 
fleet to engage in rescuing the patriotic resi- 
dents of the lowlands whose marine enthusiasm 
it expects to excite. 
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Improvements to the amount of $150,000 to be 


made at the Sha arden make it still more de-

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TEDDY AND TUFTS. 
Dr. Morton Prince, of Tufts College, who has 
made a psychological analysis of Col. Roose- 
velt, says of that interesting political phenom- 
enon:

of conscious mental processes through the 
force of subconscious wishes,” 


The eminent Tuftian foresees that this soft 
impeachment will enrage the Colonel, and we 
think so, too. He will probably call the Pro- 
fessor a liar, and as between that plain term 
and whatever it is the psychologist is trying 
to say about the Colonel, the plain term says 
more in less words.

Schedule I was framed by Mr. Aldrich on the 
same principle as Schedule K, applying to wool, 
at which Mr. Taft hurled his famous adjective, 
“indefensible.” Sehators and Representatives of 
authority in tariff questions made a full exposition 
of its character in special-session discussions a 
year ago. The late Senator Dolliver denounced 
the schedule two years ago, before it was en- 
acted. 

We are now told by Mr. Taft, on the advice of

~IBRINKOP RAISES 
IN ASSESSMENTS 
START PROTESTS 


Increases Which Would Add 
$144,000 to Taxes Are Being 
Fought Before Board. 


Vigorous protests will be made before 
the Board of Equalization Thursday aft- 
ernoon, April 4, against the increases 
which Assessor Brinkop proposes to 
make in the assessments of a number 
of individuals, corporations and estates. 

Lilburn G. McNair, whose assessment 
as curator for his daughters, Jane and 
Cornelia McNair, was tentatively in- 
creased from $293 to $7640 by the Asses- 
sor, said Wednesday that he supposed 
Brinkop had based his action on the 
showing of the records in the Probate 
Court. The report of the court for the 
December (1910) term, McNair said, 
showed that he held, as curator, $8000 
railroad bonds of a market value of 
92%. These bonds, he said, were sold 
before June 1 last, and hence were not 
taxable. 

Paul Bakewell Jr., whose wife, for- 
merly Miss Mary Fullerton, is one of 
St. Louis’ wealthiest women, appeared 
before the Board of Equalization Tues- 
day to complain of the increased valua- 
tion of six pieces of West End prop- 
erty. He did not protest at a $6800 in- 
crease in the valuation of the Fullerton 
Building site at Seventh and Pine 


streets. 

The 30 increases planned by Brinkop, 
if upheld by the Board of Equalization, 
would net the city $144,000 extra taxes. 
The largest of the proposed increases is 
that of the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co., from $445,063 to $3,381,153. Dep- 
uty sheriffs served the. notices of the 
proposed increases Wednesday.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Gov. Eu- 
gene N. Foss of Massachusetts has no- 
tified Representative James N. Curley 
of Massachusetts that, while he was 
not a candidate for President, he de- 
sires that his name “appear as a prefer- 
ential candidate to be voted upon at the 
primaries in Massachusetts, April 30.”

Thomas H. Devine of Pueblo 
for the Taft forces and Attorney-General 
Ben G. Griffith for the Roosevelt adher- 
ents were the candidates on which the 
vote was taken. 

A so-called harmony program for to- 
day’s convention was outlined at the 
close of an all-night conference of Taft 
leaders. It provided for the instruction 
of Colorado delegates-at-large to the 
Chicago national convention for Presi- 
dent Taft, indorsement of the admini- 
stration and the selection of Thomas H. 
Devine of Pueblo as temporary chair- 
man. 

The Denver delegation receded from 
demands for four of the eight delegates- 
at-large and compromised on three, be- 
cause in the convention the Roosevelt 
supporters, with approximately 270 del- 
egates, would hold the balance of pow.
